Tc is ſtrange to think how much Men's Ideas of true 


ſtruction of their Species. Yet nothing can be more. true 


than the Maxim in the Text; Nothing more true, than 
that the real Honour of a Kix conſiſts, not in ſpreading 
around Ruin and Devaſtation, under the falſe Pretence of 
Conqueſt and Glory; but in multiplying, and in bleſſing: 
in augmenting the Number, and the 3 of is 
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Calm and deliberate Reaſon hath always aſſented to the 
Truth of this Propoſition : and tho' there have been Reli- 
gions, tho' there have been States, barbarous and impolitic 
enough to act in Contradiction to it; yet, for the moſt 
part, the wiſe and humane have thought, with ancient 
Rome, the preſervation of a Citizen's Life well meriting 
a civic Crown. 

It _is the peculiar Praiſe, and ought to be a conſiderable 

Recommendation of the CHRISTIAN RELIGION, That it 

tends in an eſpecial manner to the Increaſe and Preſervation | 
of the People; not enly- by -reducing/'MAaRrRiace to its 
juſt and original State, which, by all obſerving Men, is 
remarked to be much more favourable to Population than 
Polygamy ; but by encouraging thoſe VIxR Tus, which: 
are mott conducive to Health and Life; and above all; 
by inculcating the Exertion of thoſe CHARITABLE Ex- 
ron rs, which have immediately i in View * * 
of the Body as well as of the Soul.. 

Very forward in the Number of theſe Rada that In 
STITvTION which'now: ſollicits your Encouragement and 
Protection: : whoſe! Cauſe hath been ſo well, ſo fully, and 
ſo frequently pleaded on the like Occaſions, that there re- 
mains nothing further to be urged. So many; able, ſo

Article there can ſtrike the humane Mind with greater 
Horror, than the ſad Detail of Rayage and Deſtruction 


made by that fatal Diſeaſe, whoſe cruel. Inroads this Chari- 
ty.

ty means to ſtop. It appears from theſe Bills that conſider- 
ably more than One Hundred Thouſand Lives have been loſt 
by this Diſtemper within theſe laſt Fifty Years : And if 
there hath been ſo great a Loſs, only within the Reach 
of theſe Bills, what muſt we ſappoſe it chtoughout the 
whole Kingdom during this Period! Let any Man then 
conſider what an abundant, what an amazing Saving to 
the Community theſe Lives would have been, had it 
been poſſible by any heaven-taught” Art, by any Diſ- 
covery from the Goodneſs of God to Man, to have baffled 
the Force of this dire Diſeaſe, to have diſcovered where the 
Strength of this mighty Sampſon, this invincible Deſtroyer 
lay! And in Caſe of ſuch a Diſcovery, is it poſſible to 
ſuppoſe, that any human Creature ſhould reject the celeſtial 
Gift, ſhould chooſe to ſuffer all the Depredations of the 
Diſeaſe, to run all the fearful Chances of its unrelenting 
Fury, rather than waſh in this Fordan, and be clean ? © + 
A variety of Examples are found in Facts and Experience, 
which utterly confound the niceſt Deductions of Reaſon 
and Speculation. It is ſo in the preſent Caſe. What we 
ſhould have conceived, in Idea, the greateſt poſſible Bleſſing, 
and one which muſt have met with univerſal Acceptation 
and Applauſe, has been difcovered to us. Human art, 
enlightened and affifted by the Divinity, hath found out 
a Method, next to infallible, of preventing all the Horrors, 
and All the fatal Confequences-of this pernicious Diſeaſe. 
An 
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An Antidote at length is diſcovered for THS Polgow alſo. 
For may we not reaſonably conceive, that if, as the beſt 
Naturaliſts urge, every Poiſon hath its Antidote, and almoſt 
every Diſeaſe its ſpecifick Cure; that this Poiſon, this 
Diſeaſe alſo, hath its Antidote, its Cure, in Nature and in 
Art? This is the rather to be conjectured and believed, 
becauſe the Diſeaſe is of fo univerſal a Nature, and 
ſeems interwoven in the very Texture of Man. 

It is not to be ſuppoſed —we may ſuppoſe any Thing 
ſooner, than that a God infinite in Wiſdom and Goodneſs: 
can create only to deſtroy, or take Delight in the Miſeries 
and Death of his People. Tis true, in our preſent fallen 
and probationary State, we can ſee many Reaſons for the 
Infliction of Diſeaſes, - thoſe Correctors of Evil, thoſe 
Admonitors of Good. Beſides, Diſeaſes are often not the 
Inheritance of our Nature, but the Puniſhment of our 
Sins; in this. Caſe vindicating the Deity, and arraigning 
our own Indiſcretions. . 

But ſurely, it is of all Things moſt reaſonable to con- 
clude, that a Diſcaſe, common to our Nature; which, like 
Death, is not to be cluded; from which none, or at leaſt 
but very few of the human Species are exempt ; it is moſt 
reaſonable to conclude from all our Ideas, and from all 
our Experience of the divine Bounty and Goodneſs, that 
ſuch 0 Diſcaſe hath its Cure in Nature, and was never 

. deſigned 
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Aeſigned, like a devouring Sword, to ſweep down 4 5 
Part of Mankind with its irreſiſtible Edge *. 
Experience confirms theſe rational Conjectures; a Mode 
of Preſervation hath at length preſented itſelf. What then 
can be ſo ſtrange, as that Numbers ſhould ſtill reje& the 
heaven-imparted Bleſſing, and rather chooſe to die beneath 
the natural Rage of the Diftemper, than apply to that 
Art, which triumphs ſo gloriouſly over it! 

From this unaccountable Prejudice (perhaps I ſhould not 
ſay unaccountable, fince almoſt all new Diſcoveries, how- 
ever excellent in themſelves, or falutary ind their Effects 
Have met with this ſame Prejudice and Prepoſſeſſion; which 
ſeems to be an Errer, a Weakneſs, cogenial with the 
human Mind :— Vet, from this Prejudice) a ſtrong Argu- 
ment, as it ſeems, has been raiſed by ſome againſt the 
Practice of Ixoc ur ATION ; for Since its Introduction, we 
are told, The Lives of the Subjects appear not to have 
been faved : The yearly Bills of Mortality are not dimi- 
niſhed in this Article: As many are numbered ee the 
dead by the Small- Pox as heretofore.” 
Now tho' perhaps other ſatisfactory Reaſons might be 
urged for this, yet, without all Queſtion, the partial 
and the promiſtuous Uſe of Inocvr ATION tends to ſpread and 
difleminate the natural Diſeaſe: Nor can we expect this

ved; The object, my Honourable Brethren, is well 
worthy your beſt Attention. Favoured as you are with 
the PaTronacs of a Monarcn, who wiſely places 
his Glory in the Number and the Happineſs of his People; 
who is always ready to give his Royal Protection and En- 
couragement to every Undertaking calculated for thoſe 
great Ends: forming as You do no inconſiderabſe Part of | 
the Legiflative Body of this Kingdom; and zealous, 
as vou have always ſhewn yourſelves, particularly ſhewn 
yourſelves in the Eſtabliſhment of this Charity, to pro- 
mote the. Good of Mankind; You will not be diſcouraged 
by the Face- of any Difficulties from the glorious Attempt 
to enlarge the Boundaries of this patriotic Undertaking ;.

others. 


Tho' it is certain chat nothing can juſtify ſuch a Con- 
duct, the Conſequences vhereof are in various Reſpects 
ſo pernicious and fatal; Vet this Conduct affords an ad- 


ditional Motive in Recommendation of our Hoſpital, even 


in its prefent State, while ĩt encourages a thorough Enlarge 


ment of it: for this growing and grievous Evil is there 
utterly prevented; All the Patients being ſecreted within 
its Walls, and utterly ſecluded from all Communication 
with Society, till the Dangers of Infection are perfeclly 


paſt. This is the only Method to prevent that Deſtruc- 


tion by the natural Small- Pox, which we muſt ſtill expect 


upon the preſent Plan, till the Prejudices and Weakneſſes 
of human Nature are a little further ſubdued. - And we 
may hope they will daily more and more diminiſh before 


that ſucceſsful Triumph of Wanne which muſt 
ſtrike every Obſerver: " 


It has been ſaid, that as upon a Caleulation, one in FIR 
dies by the natural Diſtemper, ſo not one in three hundred - 
dies by the artificial Mode of communicating it.

B 2 (as 
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(as every Art - improves: by Cultivation) have evinced, 
that not one in a thouſand dies by INocULAT1ioN. But I 
think we may go much further, and fairly ſay, that none 
die by IS0CULAT10N, properly fo called; for, conſidering 
the Variety of Caſualties to which human Nature is liable, 
it is much more probable that five, or ten ſuppoſe,. ſhall 
die in any given Time while they are obliged to be under 
InocuvuLATion, than that the whole Number | ſhall ſur- 
vive that Time: So that it is by no means a fair State of 
the Caſe to ſay, that one in athouſand dies by InocuLa- 
TION, when upon the common Chances of mortal Life, 
it is a thouſand to one that this Death wu have * 
ed in a natural Waye e 
It appears to me that the Deductions of Reaſon wield 
evidently prove the Practice of IxocuLAriox to be as 
ſucceſsful- in Theory, as we find it in Fact: For let any 
Man only conſider what different Effects may be expected 
from this dreadful Diſeaſe, received by an human Body in an 
improper Habit, the Blood and Spirits all in Perturbation; 
received and fixing itſelf upon the inward and the vital 
Parts; received at an improper: Time of Life, perhaps at 
an improper Seaſon of the Year ; probably in the Sum- 
mer, when Contagion rides moſt furious on the heated 
Blaſt:—— And on the other Hand, from the Diſeaſe re- 
- ceived in a Body duly prepared for it; received externally, + 
and . far from oppreſſing the vital and active Springs

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of Life; received at a proper Seaſon of the Year,. at a 
proper period of Life, when the Mind is not agitated 
by thoſe anxious Hopes and Fears which ſo frequently de- 
feat the Effects of the beſt Medicines: And, perhaps I 
might add, that another great advantage muſt ariſe from 
the Communication of a mild. and fayourable Sort; tho 
I am not unaware that this has been treated by ſome as a 
Matter of Indifference. Certain however it is, that 
frequently it proves no Matter of Indifference in the na- 


. tural Way, wherein, it has been proved by too fatal Expe- 


rience, that the worſt and-moſt malignant Kinds commu- 
nicate at once the greateſt Infection and the-greateſt Dan- 
ger. Theſe, and a variety of other Conſiderations might 
eaſily be urged to ſhew- the high Probability of ſucceſs in 
this Courſe: And are we not governed throughout human. 
Life by the faireſt Probabilities . But theigreat, the unparal- 


lelled Succeſs of the Operation ſuperſedes the Uſe of every: 
other Argument; evinces above all Things its Utility, 
ſilences every Objection, removes every Scruple, and, may 
J not to be allowed to ſay, fully demonſtrates the divine 
Approbation? For of this Approbation, ſurely no tender and 
ſcrupulous Conſciences can a Moment doubt, when they 


behold how the Practice is bleſſed, in the Preſervation of ſo 


many Fellow - Creatures Lives; when they reflect, that not 


from Revelation, (which hath left this and all other Matters

Humanity affords its alleviating 
Mercy to thoſe on whom that Diſeaſe lays its ſudden and 
formidable Hand: Thus affording an Aſylum to thoſe, 
whom their Contagion denies. admittance into any other 
Hoſpital, and who probably, without its N n 
periſh beneath their ſad Affliction. 

Annually in this Houſe a thou/and Perſons, or perhaps 
more, are relieved and bleſſed: and ſuffer me to obſerve 
that theſe, by the Miniſtration of this.patriotic-and chriſ- 
tian Charity,. do not ſtand the public Bounty in more than 
two Guineas each Perſon: How ſmall a Sum for the 
Purchaſe of ſo great a Good !
